Is Expert On Balkan Folklore

Dr. William H. Jansen. assistant professor of Fnglish and thr nar- 
rator of this year's Founders Day program which will be at 8:15 p.m. 
Thursday in Memorial Coliseum, rie, idrd to sprciallre In folklore while 
he was in graduate school at the t nlvrrsity of Indiana. 

"I thought folklore was nothing unusual until I discovered in grad- 
uate school that men devote their entire lives to the study of it. 

"My grandparents, who came to America directlv irom Ireland, 
reared me. My grandfather told me Irish legends from as early as I 
can remember. Folklore was a perfectly natural thing for me," Dr. 
Jansen said. 

Dr. .lansen has traveled in the Near Fast. Italy. France. Canada, 
and the I'nited States doing research on his specialty He taught at 
the National Cnivrrsity In Istanbul. Turkey, from INI to INI He was 

bj the state 



on a Fulhright fellowship the first year and was 
department his last year in Turkey. 

He was with the Army intelligence during World War II as a lec- 
turer on the Balkans. He is an expert on Balkan folklore. Dr. Jansen 
wrote the Army textbooks dealing with the sociology of the Balkan 
countries. 

Before coming to UK in 1949 he taught for 12 vears at the Univer- 
sity of Indiana. 

This year's Founders Day program, written and narrated by Dr. 
Jansen. will place Kentucky in relation to American folk music. 

Kentucky is a stronghold of British folklore. The ancestry of east- 
ern Kentuckians is nearly pure Anglo-Saxon. Because of the rugged 
geography, very few immigrants settled in the mountains after the 
original pioneers. wh6 were overwhelmingly English, crossed through 
' Cumberland Gap. 

The music scale used in the mountains is based on stringed instru- 
ments rather than the piano. Kentucky is the last place in the western 
world that this type of scale can be heard. 

' The selections to be presented at the program are primarily ballads 
or white spirituals. The theme of this year t Founders Day will salute 
two University graduates, Tom Scott and Jean Ritchie. Both Scott and 
Miss Ritchie are leaders in the Meld of folk music. 

A UK commerce student and ballad singer. Lucien Rouse, is a late 
addition to the program. Rouse will play background music on a guitar 
during Dr. Jansen's narration. 

Five Kentuckians who are (loselv connected with local folk musi< 
will be guests at the program. They include Buel Kazec. thr first Ken- 
tucky folk singer to receive national recognition; composers John Jacob 
Niles and Lewis Henry Morton, who is now connected with Transylvania 
College; Pleaz Mobley. ballad singer from Manchester: and John Lair, 
originator of the Ren fro Valley programs. Many of Kazee's and Mob- 
ley's recordings are in the Library of Congress.

RO Manual Is Off Track 



The day that American government is run 
on the principle that warfare is lx)th an art 
and an accepted human activity, this nation 
w ill no longer be a representative govt m- 
ment based on the idea of man s right to 
equality, life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

Yet, HOTC' manual 145-20, "American 
Military History," takes this very concept of 
warfare as a prelude to part of America's 
history. The martial work begins bluntly: 
"The object of war is to impose one's will 
upon the enemy." 

But, for this manual, this is not, enough. 
Manual 145-20 descril>es war as a human 
activity "as old as society" and then informs 
the reader that war is not merely a science- 
it is also an art. 

This type of thinking is just as dangerous 
as subversive writings which openly incite 
ignorant or dissatisfied citizens to overthrow 
their established government by force. It is 
dangerous because it brings an unprece- 
dented concept of American political philos- 
ophy to the student-the concept that war- 
fare is to be studied just as one would study 
any other art with the idea of perfecting 
that art as the goal of the student. 

Historically, gnat leaders of American 
democracy have taught that the purpose of 
warfare is to defend or to protect ourselves. 
Hecently, we have gone beyond that, accept- 
ing the proposition that men and material 
should be loaned to allied nations or to na- 
tions lying within the North or South Ameri- 
c.tn continent. 

Neve* have we believed that war is to be 
regarded as an art, a part ol fcocicty, like the 
family, or as an insti unicnt whereby we may 
impose our will upon an enemy nation. 

To l>e ce rtain, there have bee n Americans 
who have, both in the past and in the prcs 
cut, expressed confidence in the' govern- 
mental leadership oi the military. \s of now , 
we have not taken this too seriously. At 
least, we have not reached the jwint where

we are planning on electing gene rals to the 
presidency from here on out. 

It is our fondest hope that manual 145-20 
will be junked or rewritten. Its existence at 
the University is lamentable, as is its exist- 
ence in other American schools. We do not 
believe that the ROTC officers on campus 
subscribe to these particular philosophies. 
W e hope that they are. in c lass, pointing out 
the clanger involved in accepting the doc- 
trine of Mars instead of the doctrine of peace 
whenever and wherever possible. 

We are not suggesting that our future of- 
ficers be taught that scpiare dancing is a bet- 
ter defense than good strategy. We urge the 
Army to teach that it's better to be good and 
^ ready than to be anxious to» impose one's w ill 
on the enemy.

Just as soon as the Barracks in 
MUM, University officials plan 
to sell the structures and turn the 
area into a parking lot. 

The new men's dormitory, as yet 
unnamed, contains 177 bedrooms. 
Occupying the ground floor are the 
cafeteria, private dining rooms, 
and eight student bedrooms 

The main dining room Will meas- 
ure 72 by 94 feet, joined by five 
private dining rooms, each 16 feet 
square, equipped with folding par- 
tition-. By removing these RTOOden 
partitions, the five rooms can be. 
t uniformed into two Individual 
dining rooms. 

On the first floor are 14 student 
bedrooms, the director's apartment 
and office, and a lounge 

The second, third, and fourth 
floors each contain 45 bedrooms. 
The interior walls are of painted 
concrete masonry units.

The student at Oxford lives an academic life 
which, at the end of three year*. Irave> him in Just 
about the same place M most American students 
His manner of get r in* tliere. though is quite dif- 
ferent. 

On the surface, it sounds like one protracted 
holiday. Only six months of school, and six of va- 
cation, no compulsory lectures, no classes in our 
sense of the word, and no one to tell the student 
what to do every hour of the day. He lives in a 
spacious set of room.s. has a servant, and the col- 
lege store sells, among other things, virtually any 
sort o! beverage from scotch to ginger beer, which 
he can buy and drink by the gallon if he wishes. 

If he wants to eat in the college dining hall, he 
must show up at the specified times, but beyond 
tint, there is absolutely no schedule he must fol- 
low . . . except, of course, to meet his tutor for 
one hour a week, and be on time for the mere two 
examinations given during these three years, and. 
unfortunately, herein lies the rub. 

That one hour a week, sitting across from tin- 
tutor and reading the essay which he has fran- 
tically written In a few hours the night before, 
thai one little hour can completely spoil a whole 
week of sailing, playing tennis, sitting up all nighmt 
rvrr a card game, and evenings spent sampling the 
flight life of London When they get that little 
Chlficuity ironed out ot the system, thus will be the 
fhOflfl enjoyable education on the market. 

The •tutorial system" as it is called here. loaves 
the student to make most of his own decisions 
.Concerning lecture .uid there are some truly fine 
ones to be heard too ^ -» ♦ 

C " ' M> >rT.Jl\)f4''^'C^m:ef in- 
formation, but to do It interestingly enough to at- 
tract his audience, so 'he quality is generally high. 
The onco a week session with the tutor Is usually 
the most interesting hour of the week, for in ad- 
dition to being the only uuide in the world of study 
' he is also a good friend and advisor on everything 
irohi where to spend the vacations to the best place 
to buy clothes. 

After hearing the essay for the week, and dis- 
eu sing it, he sets the subject for the next 



and the student is free to find bis own approach 
and material. 

The six months' vacation time 1* divided Into 
six weeks a* Christina-, another at Faster and 
a long summer break But woe betide the person 
who does not spend a good part of this time study- 
ing At the end oi term, the undergraduate is 
handed a small readme list ' which usually totals 
enough puges to keep the stiver fish happy for an 
eon or two. 

The greatest difference between the Oxford un- 
dergraduate and the I K student is in the living 
arrangements he has. Most students live in one 
of thr thirty some odd colleges which make up 
the university, and these colleges are not divided 
by subject field as in America. Each rather, is a 
completely autonomous organization with its own 
faculty. 

Within these walls, each student has a .-et of 
rooms, a living room, and bedroom to himself, and 
a servant or "scout'' who takes care of them, clear- 
ing a path through la-r nights coffee cup- each 
morning. 

In addition to serving In the dining hall, the 
scout performs the service- oi a valet for the stu- 
dent, and is also a subtle cuide to conduct, a help- 
ful friendly person who can be an invaluable aid 
throughout these college year- 

• Social life at Oxford is touch like that at UK 

with the possible exception ol being a bit fancier 
Dances are usually Bail-'' requiring full dress or 
tux according to taste and pocket book. Some of the 
ones in the spring term go on until dawn when 
breakfast is served. 

As for sport, there Is < m-idcrably more of it. but 
less advertised. Almost everyone plays at one came 
or another tor his tollcje, and there are always 
more players than watchers. The aristoi rat of them 
all. of course, is row ins. and this carries more 
peettlge than ah the rest put together.

"The C-47 is the 
Air Force version of the DC-3 
which was the workhorse of most 
civilian airlines during and im- 
mediately following WW II». The 
C-47. piloted by Capt. Lolgia F.
